- AooordiDg to Arietotle there aro but 
three forms of oiril government, "and 
as many defleotiioaii vhiob are, as it 
were, oorraptions of them and to 
follow but hfs reasoning an epicurean 
'ia not likely to fail into the deflection 
from -kingly power; ho ie not- likely 
to become a tyrant, for tho tyrant 
looks to his own benefit, the king to 
that of his subjoots, " for," says tbo 
philoaophor, " ho in not a king who ia 
not indopendont, and who does not 
abound in all goods; but such a per« 
iOn aa this wtuits nothing olso," hav- 
ing no -wants nnsuppliod himself, his 
aim would bo his eubjoots good ; even 
tho opicuronn, when his tastes wore 
eatisfiod, would from very solfiabnoss 
consider what wiis beiioticial to his 
Bul jeots rather than to himself, when 
ho coubidorod at all, iu order that, be- 
ing satiated with plonty himeolf, he 
may roat uudiBturbod iu hiu oiijoyinont 
whilst his subjaotB participate in his 
pleasures to saoh aa extent as may 

-*«5kt.tbsgra6:fi2ation of his own tastes 
Aristotle wrote as maob for the int 
Btraotion of colonists as for the guid- 
snoe of old wcrld sages ; and suppos- 
ing a monarchical form of government 
to be adopted by, or bestowed upon 
any Colony, he would enjoin profuse 
liberality in all dealings between a 
king and his snbjeotsj ho would let 
tho former have no wa^ts unsupplied, 
no wishes unfolfillod, in order tuiit ho 
might have leisuro to govern his peo- 
ple well. Tho ancient pnilosophor, 
however, did not recommend a mon- 
archy as tho best form of government' 
That which ho most appreciated was 
the system springing from tho influ- 
ence of property, which ho called a 
timooracy, tbo deflection from which 
is to democracy, the least depraved of 
tbo three deflections. Other subdivi- 
sions of the three distinotivo forms of 
gOTernment are enlarged upon in bis 
writings, bat it is almost impossible 
that Aristotle could have conceived or 
have contemplated the existenoo oi 
saoh a form of government as exists 
in this Colony. It is neither a mon- 
archy, an aristooraoy or a timocracy, 
nor any doflBOtion of any one of the 
three. We suppose it must be called 
a mixed form of government — and 
truly it is but a sorry mixture. And 
it is only in a slight dogroo that tho 
doctrines of iho writer from wboso 
translated worka we have quoted are 
applicable to it. Wo aro not disposed 
to dispute Aristotle's liberal views 
with regard to kings being kept in 
comfort, abundance and luxury, and 
we are inclined to acknowIoJgo that 
the same principles, to a limited ex- 
tent, apply to Goveroors of Colonies.
